SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Jan: 
12—A rebel firing squad today 
shot 71 persons accused of 
killings, torturing and spying 
for the ousted Batista dicta- 
torship. 

The executions began at 


dawn. They took place at the 
edge of a long trench in a pas- 
ture against a hillside about a 
mile from historic San Juan 
hill. A bulldozer then filled 
in the mass grave. 

Evidently the executions were 
intended to be a secret from 
the world press although a 
Cuban television cameraman 
was permitted to photograph 
them. 

American reporters were told 
earlier today that only four 
men had been executed after 
a five-hour trial last night. The 
mass killings seemed to in- 
dicate that the elaborate trial 
of the four was little more 
than window dressing. It was 
not possible to learn imme- 
diately how the other 67 per- 
sons were tried, if at ail. 

An American rebel officer, 
Capt. Frank Fiorini of Nor- 
folk, Va., witnessed some of 
the executions and gave the 
Post-Dispatch an account of 
them. Other rebel officers sup- 
ported his total figure of 71 
who faced the firing squad. 

Marched to Trench. 

The prisoners were taken 
from trucks and marched 
across the field to the trench, 
which Capt. Fiorini said had 
been gouged out by a bull- 
dozer. The trench was 10 feet 
wide and 10 feet deep. 

The doomed persons stood 
in groups of up to 10 or some- 
times one at a time along the 
edge of the trench, he said. 
When the guns went off, the 
prisoners doubled up and fell 
into the ditch. It was all over 
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—Associated Press Wirephotu.

capsule” to carry a man into 
an orbit around the earth, the 
National Aeronautics and Space | 
Administration announced to- 


day. 


The manned satellite will budget totaling $1,157,691,541, | 


cost more than $15,000,000 and 
its development is expected to | 
take at least two years, it was | 
reported. 

A powerful rocket booster, 
probably an Atlas missile, will 
hurl the space capsule into 
orbit. The space agency said 
the purpose will be to “carry a 
human passenger through the 
atmosphere, into orbital flight 
and safely back to earth 
again.” 

McDonnell was selected from 
among 12 companies which 
submitted bids in a Govern- 
ment competition. The St. 
Louis firm, whose 26,000 work- 
ers make it the largest employ- 
er in Missouri, announced that 
the project will require no ex- 
pansion in employment.

When the vehicle's velocity 
decreases to a predetermined 
rate, a landing parachute will 
open.

First, by a roll call of 67-28, 
the Senate defeated a proposal 
by Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, and other 
northern and western Senators, 
It would have permitted fill- 
busters to be halted by major> 
ity vote, 50 of all 98 Senators 
after 15 days. 

Then, on another roll call 
vote, the Senate rejected, 58-to 
36, a proposal by Senator 
Thruston Morton (Rep.), Ken- 
tucky, under which debates 


| could have been brought to a 


halt by the votes of three fifths 
of the Senators present and 
voting. 

Forty-three Democrats and 
24 Republicans voted against 
Douglas's proposal, Twenty 
Democrats and eight Repub- 
licans voted for it.

LONDON, Jan. 12 (AP) — 
Diplomats in London and Mos- 
cow expect to see an East-West 
meeting on Germany soon, pos- 
sibly of foreign ministers.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 12 
(UPI)—Officials today blamed 
a blinding rain squall for yes- 
terday’s crash of a German 
Lufthansa airliner in which 36 
persons were killed. 

Three of the seven crew 
members survived. The only 
American aboard, Pilot Capt. 
Wren McMains of Stamford, 
Conn., died at the controls 
after he missed the runway at 
Galeao International Airport.

Proposed Charter Calls! 


for Metropolitan 
Government — Prob- 
lems Different From 
Ones Here.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 12 
~The question of consolidating 
city and county governments, 
an issue which may face St. 
Louis and St. Louis county 
voters next fall, will be settled 
here in a special 
April 9. pe election 

A 129-page proposed char- 
ter for a “Knoxville-Knox 
County Metropolitan Govern- 
ment” was completed last Mon- 
day by a charter commission 
that started work in May 1957. 

The propoged charter would 
abolish the office of mayor and 
the present city council in| 
Knoxville and county offices, | 
including those of the sheriff, | 
county commissioners, register 
of deeds, trustee, county clerk, 
county attorney and surveyor. 

The new government would 
be headed by an elective metro- 
politan chairman paid $15,000 
a year. There would be a 10- 
member Metropolitan Council, 
with members each paid $2400 
a@ year. 

Single School System. 

Approval of the charter 
would result in establishment 
of a single school system, one 
tax assessment and collection, 
and one metropolitan police de- 
partment and fire department. 

The governmental structure 
would be flexible so that, as 
suburban areas develop in what 
is now rural regions, urban 
public services could be pro- 
vided. At the same time the 
mere act of consolidating the 
city and county governments 
would not of itself provide new 
or additional services in either | 
the city or county. | 

The flexibility would be} 
achieved through establishment | 
of two service districts within 
the metropolitan government. 
One, the “urban services dis- 
trict,” would supply in Knox- 
ville the services now. provid- 
ed by the municipality. A “gen- 
eral services district” would 
administer in the total metro- 
politan area the services now 
provided by Knox country. 

The urban service district's 
boundaries would be expanded 
by annexation whenever par- 
ticular area of the general 
service district became popu- 
lated densely enough to re- 
quire urban services. 

Whole Area Behind Bonds. 

Tax bonds Issued for im- 
provements in either district 
would be paid off by levies 
made against property in the 
district, but the credit of the 
entire metropolitan govern- 
ment would be pledged for the 
district's bonds. 

The urban or city district, 
would have an “Urban Coun- 
cil,” composed of three of the 
five metropolitan government 
councilmen elected from the 
city area. Sole function of the 
urban council would be to levy 
a property tax adequate to fi- 
nance that portion of the 
metropolitan government's 
budget costs for providing the 
urban services. 

Although the consolidation 
approach to governmental revi- 
sion here is the same as that 
now being contemplated by St. 
Louis freeholders, the prob- 
lems and surrounding factors 
are in many ways different. 

Knoxville is now within the 
county's boundary lines while 
St. Louis is not a part of St. 
Louis county. Knoxville is the 
only municipality in the coun- 
ty, although Fountain City, an 
unincorporated community with 
more than 35,000 residents, 
north of Knoxville, has its own 
sewer and water lines. St. 
Louis county contains 97 mu- 
nicipalities. 

Two School Districts Now. 

There is presently only one 
city school district and county 
school district here, as com- 
pared with 29 in St. Louis 
county and one in St. Louis. 
Consolidation of the two dis- 
tricts therefore would repre- 
sent no substantial break with 
the past. The school districts 
presently do not have taxing 


powers independent of the lo-| 


cal governments. 

The proposed charter docs 
not provide specifically for 
some items that many St. 
Louisans would desire in any 
revision of their governments, 
such as establishment of off- 
street parking facilities, land 
use and economic development, 
mass transit, trafficway and 
traffic control. 

However, ordinances by the 
proposed new metropolitan 
council here would suffice in 
many instances where charter 
provisions would be necessary 
for a St. Louis metropolitan 
government, because of the ex- 
istence of so many municipali-

If you're given to shilly- 
shallying when confronted with 
a luncheon menu, don’t go to 
Denmark! There they have a 
smorrebrod (open-faced sand- 
wich) menu as long as your 
arm, one sandwich more tempt- 
ing than the next. There are 
177 fabulous fillings symetri- 
eally arranged on four differ- 
ent kinds of bread spread with 
unrivalled Danish butter, This 
totals 708 decisions to make 
while e waiter taps his foot. 

Local residents who enter a 
restaurant there usually have 
the foresight to study the 
smorrebrod arranger:<nts dis- 
played behind glass in the win- 
dows. Two to six sandwiches 
make a satisfying lunch. Even 
if you said eenie-meenie-miney- 
mo you couldn’t go wrong, for 
each sandwich is a winner. 

Those who've enjoyed smor- 
rebrod in Denmark still speak 
of the artful seasoning of these 
taste-tingling foods, yet when 
the recipes are studied, it is 
seen that the seasoning usually 
boils down to a skillful use of 
black pepper. This tropical 
spice has been a favorite of 
the Danes since the days of the 
medieval Hanseatic League, 
when Danish merchants found 
pepper worth its weight in sil- 
ver. 

In modern Denmark, er 
is as much the No. 1 Pg 
it is in the United States. In 
their open - faced sandwiches, 
the Danes add this pungent 
spice to the mix when they 
prepare it and they also gar- 
nish the finished sandwiches 
with pepper. This final touch 
could well be the “difference” 
in seasoning that intrigues so 
many smorrebrod lovers. Pep- 
per is one of those spices used 
as liberally in Danish cooking 
as it is in other countries fa- 
mous for their cuisine. It seems 
to bring out the best flavor in 
thousands of food combinations 
enjoyed by mankind every- 
where. 

Some typical Danish sand- 
wich recipes come to us from 
the American Spice Trade As- 
sociation kitchens. There is, 
for instance, smoked salmon in 
two strips on bread, with scram- 
bled eggs down the center. Or 
“Shrimp-in-a-Crowd” which pa- 
rades tiny Danish shrimp in 
neat rows. Or a Veal and Cu- 
cumber Sandwich, another one 
of the hundreds of Danish 
creations. 

Once you- get the “hang” of 
making open-faced sandwiches, 
you will find it easy to let your 
imagination soar, as the spice 
trade test kitchen did with 
Grilled Crabmeat and Egg Sand- 
wich and Open-Faced Ham and 
Egg Sandwich. And, remem- 
ber the pepper!

tucky birthplace until the past 
couple of years. Developed by 
a retired army officer named 
Colonel Bibb, this most tender 
and crisp of greens is now fea- 
tured in many of the nation’s 
most exclusive restaurants. 


Handle Greens Tenderly 


Supermarkets today send 
their clerks to school to learn 
how to handle fresh fruits and 
vegetables properly ... and to 
be prepared when homemakers 
inquire about an unfamiliar 
item. 

These experts recommend 
that greens be handled as little 
as possible. They add that pre- 
packaging can save precious 
minutes in the kitchen.

We start the year off with 
earnings—personal income—at 
an all-time high anfiual rate 
above 360 billion dollars. One 
reason for this is good wages.

T HE MOST IMPORTANT lesson from history for us, in the 


present period of revolutionary military change, is to rec-

The Case for Inflation 


There are two sides to the in- 
flation issue. It is true that dras- 
tic inflation is disastrous. Even a 
slow increase in the price level 
militates against the welfare of 
people living on fixed dollar in- 
comes and runs counter to the in- 
terests of creditors. 

These evils are real and they 
are easily seen, but there are 
merits of mild inflation that are 
just as real. 

Moderate inflation permits and 
encourages sustained prosperity. 
A strong demand for goods in- 
creases sales and stimulates pro- 
duction, employment and invest- 
ment. Such a situation is infla- 
tionary and is generally accom- 
panied by a rising price level. 
Static or decreasing prices mili- 
tate against economic expansion 
and high prosperity. Mild infla- 
tion encourages business activity. 

Farmers are benefited by slow 
inflation. The prices of most agri- 
cultural commodities are very 
sensitive to inflationary and de- 
flationary pressures. A_ rising 
price level lifts the prices of farm 
commodities faster and farther 
than it does the prices of most 
goods that farmers buy. 

Inflation is also beneficial to 
debtors. It is much easier for 
debtors to pay their debts when 
the value of the dollar is declin- 
ing than when it is constant or in- 
creasing. Conversely. inflation 
tends to penalize creditors. This 
is, perhaps, the principal reason 
why wealthy conservatives are so 
opposed to inflation. 

However, deflation helps cred- 
ftors only if they are able to col- 
lect the debts due them. Since 
deflation makes it difficult, and 
sometimes impossible, for debtors 
to meet their obligations, creditors 
may not be injured so much by 
moderate inflation. 


There are at least three major 
merits of moderate inflation. 


First, it permits the abbrevia- 
tion and moderation of economic 
slumps. 

Second, it helps maintain high 
prosperity. 

Third, mild inflation benefits 
many more people than it injures. 


Perhaps these merits of re- 
strained inflation more than coun- 
ter-balance its admitted evils. 
Anyway, we should not be stam- 
peded into condemning all infla- 
tion without giving careful con- 
sideration to the “other side” of 
the issue

3. $25 anesthesia. This seems 
exorbitant to me and a telephone 
check with the hospital credit de- 
partment brought the reply, “We 
don't know why it is that price 
nor how it is set.” Group insur- 
ance allows one-fifth. 

4. $5 Laboratory. No complaint. 

5. $5 B.C. Laboratory. How 
many lab charges are there? 

6. $5 Mise. Supplies. This seems 
@ little high for a few ice cubes 
and paper tissues. 

To top the whole affair off. it 
cost me nothing on discharge day 
but two weeks later the hospital 
wants cash over and above the 
fee paid by group insurance. Next 
time, only the Lord and I are 
going to know I've got Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield because I haven't re- 
ceived the Doctor's bill as yet.

A Plan in Reserve 


The Metropolitan Freeholders are in trou- 
ble. Although more than tight months of 
their year of legal life have quietly slipped 
away, the Board still has not written a single 
line of a plan that must be completely 
wrapped up by May 7, less than four months 
from now. Given both the extreme complex- 
ity of the problem and the need for public 
hearings, that deadline is much too close for 
comfort, as Freeholder Chairman Charles F. 
Vatterrott Jr. has begun to realize. 

As of now, all the Freeholders have agreed 
on is a concept—that in the view of 10 or 11 
of the 19 members, the plan shall provide for 
the City of St. Louis to annex all of St. Louis 
county and its 97 municipalities. But this is 
only the beginning. Even though the Board 
has handed to its counsel the hard job of 
actually clothing this concept in a precise 
and detailed plan, a great many important de- 
cisions still have to be made. The Freehold- 
ers, not their attorney, are responsible for 
making them.

For example: If St. Louis annexes the coun- 
ty, who will be responsible for paying off the 
debts that the county and its myriad munici- 
palities have contracted? What will be done 
with the properties of those governmental 
units, including the 97 surplus city halls? 
What provisions ought to be made for the 
employes who will become surplus? 

How will the Board harmonize the differ- 
ence in the existing courts in city and county, 
including the Magistrate courts in the county 
which have different jurisdictions from those 
in the city? How many Aldermen will be 
assigned to the county, how will the wards 
be set up. and when and how will elections 
be conducted? 

Will all city services immediately be ex- 
tended to the county, and if not what kind of 
a schedule would be reasonable? Will the 
state senatorial and house districts in the 
county have to be realigned? And how will 


~ the county's 29 school districts, their debts, 


their properties and their employes be inte- 
grated with the St. Louis system which will 
annex them? 

None of these questions would have to be 
answered and the whole job might be immeas- 
urably simpler if the Freeholders gave up the 
merger concept, which the evidence indicates 
would be murdered at the polls in St. Louis 
county, and concentrated instead on drafting 
a metropolitan district plan along lines laid 
out by the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey's 
political scientists.

We hope, in this cornection, that Free- 
holder Harry L. Simmons can persuade a 
majority to push at least for simultaneous 
development of a district plan. If a district 
plan is not developed, and if for any reason a 
merger plan cannot be, the Freeholders’ 
whole year will have been wasted. At the 
very least the Freeholders ought to have a 
district plan in reserve. 

The district plan will permit the metropoli- 
tan area to start little and grow big as needs 
develop. It will permit the people to tackle 
those metropolitan problems that neither city 
nor county alone now can tackle. As other 
problems of this nature arise, the plan could 
be amended to permit them to be solved. If 
complete merger ultimately became neces- 
sary, everything could be merged in the dis- 
trict. But no such drastic solution is indi- 
cated now. 

Time is running out on the Freeholders. In 
our judgment they ought to abandon the mer- 
ger concept and concentrate all their efforts 
on creating a plan for a limited-purpose dis- 
trict. But whether or not they abandon mer- 
ger, they certainly ought to begin quickly to 
develop a district plan to which they can 
switch when the county at public hearings 
makes clear that merger is unacceptable. 


A Bill to Pass Quickly 


There is one bill that ought to be passed 
promptly by Congress and placed on President 
Fisenhower’s desk for early executive action. 
That is the relief -for-distressec-areas bill 
which Senator Douglas of Illinois and Repre- 
sentative Flood of Pennsylvania carried 
through the legislative'mill last year. 

The need for this legislation was already 
apparent before the business recession hit 
the country. Economic change had left many 
communities stranded without means of live- 
lihood. Parts of Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia, sections of Southern Illinois and Ken- 
tucky, virtually the whole of Maine, to cite 
only a few areas, have undergone this devas- 
tating experience. 

If President Eisenhower has any doubt 
about the need for the legislation he need 
only call in former Republican Senator Payne 
of Maine. Mr. Payne joined Senator Douglas 
in sponsoring the bill and took credit for 
helping get it passed when he ran for re- 
election last fall. Then on the eve of the 
election, President Eisenhower vetoed the 
bill and left the Republican nominee in a 
doubly distressed area from which the voters 
chose not to extricate him. 

It may be that Senator Douglas and Repre- 
sentative Flood can meet some of the White 
House's objections. As reasonable legislators, 
they will try. But the scale of the relief plan 
must be large enough to promise genuine 
assistancé so areas with chronic unemploy- 
ment can revitalize themselves. The new 
Congress will surely see to that. — 


Wind Across the Congo 


As the private preserve of old King Leopold, 
the Congo was the worst example of Euro- 
pean exploitation of an African colony. But 
after the King willed it to Belgium in 1908, 
it came to be regarded as a model. Leopold- 
ville natives now live in pastel-colored homes 
along shaded avenues. They have good 
schools. Almost 50 per cent of the 13,000,000 
natives of the colony are literate compared 
with less than 10 per cent across the Congo 
river in French Equatorial Africa. An@ jobs 
tommensurate with this training are open to 
them. 

There has been only one big lack: political 
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go. The Belgian parliament is meeting to take 
up an issue all too familiar to other colonial 
powers. It has an opportunity to build on the 
genuine economic and educational advantages 
of the Congo. or it can imperil all that has 
been accomplished. A policy of suppression, 
even if successful in the short run, will lead 
to disaster. 


Social Security Is Sound 


With the new Social Security tax rates in 
effect, the 75,000,000 Americans and their 
families who look to the system for protection 
have the assurance of the Advisory Council 
on Social Security Financing that the system 
is sound both for short-run and long-run re- 
quirements. This report, the result of a year 
of study by 13 experts, was qualified only by 
the stipulation that the system should be sub- 
ject to similar review from time to time in 
the light of changing conditions. 

The Council agreed that the increase of the 
tax to 4 per cent in 1966 should go into effect, 
but it suggested a new study before the 1969 
rate of 4% per cent is applied. This is under- 
standable and prudent since the possibilities 
of inflation, changes in wage levels and the 
like are unpredictable. The system must be 
measured against conditions as they exist 
from time to time. Indeed it might have been 
wise for Congress to have waited for this re- 
port before making the present rates effec- 
tive: yet in view of the findings, no mistak® 
was made. 

Especially reassuring is the statement that, 
aside from the rates, “the method of financing 
the old-age, survivors, and disability insurance 
program is sound.” This should end such 
nonsense as the charge—still heard at times— 
that Social Security reserves are an illusion 
because they are invested in Government ob- 
ligations. The experts fully indorse these in- 
vestments, offering only a suggestion as to in- 
terest payments. Interest last year came to 
$550,000,000. 

The basic reserves of the system now 
amount to almost $22,000,000,000. With ap- 
proval, the experts pointed out that this rep- 
resents a policy of accumulating more funds 
than are needed for any foreseeable short- 
range contingency. That is as it should be 
since no adjustments can be made in emer- 
gencies. Congress, however, always can make 
adjustments for the long run. 

Since Social Security is a major factor in 
the stability of the economy and of supreme 
importance to many individuals, it is easy to 
agree that it requires periodic review, and 
it is heartening to know that “the method of 
financing is sound and that no fundamental 
changes are necessary or desirable.” 


Into Nixon’s Hands 


As the filibuster debate approaches deci- 
sion, there seems to be a growing tendency 
to regard it as a struggle between Senator 
Lyndon Johnson on one side and Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon on the other. Much Washington 
comment has stressed the incomparable par- 
liamentary skill of the Democratic majority 
leader. and some has held up to scorn the 
ineffectual bumbling of the Vice President, 
who was thought not to have done his home 
work on the knotty legal questions involved. 

We do not doubt that Mr. Nixon would be 
pleased to be considered the knight errant 
who rode out to destroy the filibuster in be- 
half of a large urban voting group. More- 
over it may be suspected that nothing could 
please Mr. Nixon more, from a political point 
of view, than to be repelled by the Democratic 
majority leader and his cohorts. To destroy 
the filibuster in a brave stand for civil rights 
would be good, politically speaking, but to 
make the effort and still keep the issue alive 
for future use is better. 

Senator Johnson may be a master of legis- 
lative technique, but in his maneuvers on the 
filibuster issue he may outsmart himself, or 
at least his party. By identifying himself 
and the Democratic majority with the inter- 
ests of the Southern filibusterers. he is hand- 
ing Mr. Nixon and the liberal Republicans 
exactly the kind of issue they can make the 
most of. 


Housewife’s Choice

Report on Space Lag 


An example of the value to the country of 
work by a congressional committee is pro- 
vided by the final report of the special House 
Committee on Outer Space. 

In his State of the Union message President 
Eisenhower dismissed the _ interplanetary 
achievements of Russian science with one 
brief sentence. But from the House report 
the people learn that the Soviet Union may 
be more than a year and a half ahead of this 
country in space study and effort. The re- 
port cited estimates that even if the United 
States pushes hard, it may take at least five 
years to catch up. 

The committee members came to this sober- 
ing conclusion: 

The critical measure is not in the time gap 
between Soviet and American space capabil- 
ities but the time required to close it. Even 
if the Soviet rate of p is no greater 
than that of the United States, the gap 
would never be closed but would be progres- 
sively widened. 

The expiring House commitee, which was 
headed by Representative McCormack of 
Massachusetts, is not without constructive 
recommendations, It does more than call for

The Traveler Is the World’s Pigeon 


He Is Taxed Coming and Going Abroad, Extra for ltems, Dunned at Every Turn

When they are off and flying, the 
new jet fleet that is being added to 
the world’s airlines will carry a pas- 
senger capacity roughly equivalent 
to floating 160 new ships the size of 


the Queen Mary and the Queen 
Elizabeth. 
It is not extravagant to assume, 


with all these seats shuttling back 
and forth across the stratosphere, 
and the airlines faced with a bill for 
some five billion dollars in jet and 
turbo-prop airplanes, that the 
cost of travel is 
going to go down. 
More people are 
going to go more 
places for less 
money than ever 
before in man’s 
history. 

Faced with this 
premise, it is go- 
ing to be interesting to see whether 
the nations of the world will seize 
this opportunity to promote under- 
standing through exchanges between 
its citizens, or whether the acceler- 
ated flow of people across the world 
will seem to small minds in big po- 
sitions only a fatter opportunity to 
trap the traveler .with taxes, tolls, 
and tribute. 

"As science successfully contrives 
to widen’ man’s vista, bureaucrats 
contrive to tax him for the privilege 
The traveling man has become the 
softest touch and the most pluckable 
patsy since the first rube ambled into 
the first carnival. He is dunned for 
a visa, taxed for his ticket, shaken 
down for tips, overcharged for stand- 
ard items at the airports, slapped 
with an “embarkation tax’’ when he 
leaves, whacked with a “landing tax” 
when he arrives. To add to the 
bother he must ffl out forms, open 
his baggage to rummaging hands. 

Should, heaven forfend, he have 
forgotten anything, the shops in his

hotel will supply it, at slightly more 
than the standard rate for standard 
items. And after this vacation is 
over he must once more submit to 
the fleecing and chiding in order to 
get home. Many a traveler is be- 
ginning to wonder if he shouldn't 
have stayed there in the first place. 

The problem is so acute, and will 
worsen as each succeeding jet air- 
craft takes its place on the runway, 
that the International Air Transport 
Association has begun a campaign 
of “Airline Facilitation.” 

Says 1.A.T.A., “In the case of pas- 
sengers, the time spent at airports 
is irritating enough; the added an- 
noyance, inconvenience, and expense 
involved in obtaining travel docu- 
ments is also a potential cause of 
lost revenue, 

“The vexations of complying with 
present<day travel formalities is suf- 
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ficient to deter many people from 
having a holiday abroad.” 

Having lured the vacationer with 
scenes of happy young people frol- 
icking on gorgeous beaches, the Ba- 
hamas exacts an Embarkation Tax 
of $1.68, charges all passengers $1.40 
for any airline ticket bought in its 
islands. You can relax on the white 
sand strands of Bermuda, but when 
youre ready to leave, the appreci- 
ative goverriment guillotines you 
with a “head tax” of $2.80. 

Colombia is very proud of the way 
it has streamlined tourist formal- 
ities. It has dropped the necessity 
of having a visa. Instead, it re- 
quires a tourist card which costs $5. 

Costa Rica's tourist card is only 
$2, but it makes up for the differ-

The institution of taxes on those 
who leave European airports is a 
new device for squeezing the last 
sou from the tourist before sending 
him home. Although the Interna- 
tional Union of Official Travel Or- 
ganizations roundly scored the prac- 
tice at its 1957 meeting in Wash- 
ington, it only served to underscore 
its own impotency. The practice is 
on the increase. 

Already a malpractice in Britain, 
France and Italy, the embarkation 
tax has lately been adopted by Den- 
mark, Syria and Austria. France, 
not exactly widely reputed for its 
price scales, demands a whopping 
$2.85 of American tourists flying 
back home whether they leave from 
Paris or Nice. And the privilege of 
landing to worship at Lourdes costs 
75 cents. 

The traveler, it seems, has be- 
come the world’s pigeon. Never was 
a moving target easier to plug. But 
the jet-age tourist, if the airlines are 
to fill those yawning seats, will come 
from a different social scale. He 
will be a man who has been condi- 
tioned to work hard for his money 
and is not quite so easily parted from 
it. Dun him, do him, tax him, and 
toll him, and he may get the idea 
very soon in the game that there 
really is no place like home.

Maria Meneghini Callas made 
her first appearance in St. 
Louis yesterday afternoon at 
Kiel Auditorium Opera House 
and was greeted by a large and 
demonstrative audience. Her 
concert of operatic arias, which 
she sang to orchestral accom- 
paniment, was a striking dem- 
onstration by a singing Actress 
of how the voice could be used 
to bring a character and situa- 
tion to life with a maximum 
dramatic effectiveness. 

As has been said many a 
time, Mme. Callas does not 
have a flawless voice. Several 
kinds of timbre are in evidence 
from the top to the bottom of 
her scale and her high voice 
flutters under pressure and is 
rather hard in quality, Never- 
theless, she found the means 
through various combinations 
of coloring, stress, tempo, and 
power to encompass a wide 
range of expression. Nor did 
she depend exclusively on the 
device of building up to 
stunning climaxes. 

The ‘Mad Scene” from “Ham- 
let” by Ambroise Thomas, for 
example, was managed with the 
finest delicacy and, even as 
a vocal production alone, was 
truly elegant. What gave the 
scene its poignancy, however, 
was the emotional sensitivity 
with which she revealed the 
plight of a young girl who feels 
reason and life slipping away 
from her and remembers only 
her love.

The flow of data has at times 
been slower than was hoped 
for, but in general there has 
been no evidence of intentional 
withholding of results.

On the eve of the first sput- 
nik launching, Soviet scientists 
agreed to a program of data 
exchange that called for trans- 
mission of “complete tabula- 
tions of the reduced, calibrated 
and corrected data derived 
from the telemeter records of 
each experiment.” In the furor 
that followed the launching of 
Sputnik I, a day later, the Rus- 
sians backed away from this 
commitment to some extent, 

They were reluctant to com- 


‘mit themselves to send full 


tables of data and finally, at 
the I. G. Y. conference in Mos- 
cow last summer, said they 
woud do so only “on request.” 
At that conference, however, 
they did issue a 150-page book 
of tables and interpretative re- 
ports on external observations 
of the sputniks. 


Important Effect. 


One of the most important 
effects of the I. G. Y. in the 
world of science has been its 
stimulation of research expan- 
sion. 


This has been most dramatic 
in less well-developed coun- 
tries. Former colonies that had 
let their science slide since the 
colonists had gone home, re- 
opened abandoned observato- 
ries. Many, it is hoped, will 
now continue in gperation. 

The United tes helped a 
number of smaller nations, es- 
pecially in Latin America, set 
up modern observatories to 
watch the weather or. other 
phenomena. 


COURT WL REV. 
NEGRO GOLFING CASE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 
(AP) — The Supreme Court 
agreed today to review the 
conviction of six Negroes for 
trespass on a Greensboro 
(N.C.), golf course owned ‘by 
the city but leased to a non-| 
profit corporation. | 

The case could be a key one 
in the court’s series dealing 
with segregation. 


In another order, the court 
declined to review a suit by 
Mrs. Queen Cohen, Negro of 
Savannah, Ga., alleging that 
because of her race-and color 
she was denied admission to a 
public housing project there 
occupied by white persons. The 
United States district court at 
Savannah ruled that Mrs. 
Cohen had failed to establish 
that she had made application ' 
for admission. 

As usual, the court gave no 
explanation of why it was re- 
fusing to review the case. 

In the Greensboro case, the 
Negroes convicted of trespass 
were sentenced to 15 days in’ 
jail. The North Carolina Su-| 
preme Court upheld the con- 
victions. 

Before the state supreme. 
court ruled, United States Dis- | 
trict Judge Johnson J. Hayes | 
of Wilkesboro, N.C., found the | 
lease of the golf course was | 
used “to evade the city’s duty 
not to discriminate against any 
of its citizens.” Hayes issued | 
an injunction against racial | 
discriminatoin in use of the | 
course. . 

The North Carolina Supreme 
Court said it was not required | 
to take judicial notice of the 
federal court action because the | 
record of the federal case was 
not offered in evidence in the 
state case. 

In another case the Supreme 
Court decided :a soldier dis- 
honorably discharged and giv- | 
en 20 years at hard labor may 
not be court-martialed in peace | 
time for killing another prison- 
er while serving the 20-year 
term. John Lee, a prisoner at 
the Army disciplinary barracks 
at Camp Cooke, Calif., coy- 
tended the dishonorable dis- 
charge made him a civilian and 
therefore he was not subject 
to court-martial jurisdiction for 
the killing. Justice Douglas de- 
livered the 6 to 2 decision. 
Justices Harlan and Clark dis- 
sented. Justice Frankfurter 
took no part. 

The Court struck down in- 
junctions issued by a’ Florida 
court against union picketing 
of a dozen Miami area hotels. 
The unanimous Supreme Court 
action was announced in an. 
unsigned opinion. |

The Russians did likewise 
within their sphere. The expan- 
sion of geographic observations | 
in Communist China, as re-' 
ported by a recent scientific | 
visitor, has been almost ex-. 
plosive. 


Above all, the Soviet Union 
not only expanded its own ob- 
servations, but demonstrated to 
the world the rapid growth in 
science and technology’ which 
had already taken place there. 

The most spectacular exam- 
ple of this has been in the field 
of satellites and space probes, 
but scientists in other lands 
have become aware of advances 
on many fronts. 

Thus oceanographers every- 
where are envious of the large, 
new Soviet research ships, such 
as the Ob, Vityaz and Mikhail 
Lomonosov. Each carries about 
16 laboratories and between 60 
and 70 scientists. There are 
probably no vessels in the West 

compare with them. 

As noted in the House Space 
Committee report, the I. G. Y. 
also had an important stimulat- 
ing influence ip the United 
States. 

Although it is over tn name, 
a large portion of the 1.G.Y. 
effort continues. The Soviet 
scientists wished to continue it 
intact and, strangely enough, 
they had allies in this respect 
on Capitol Hill in Washington. 

Other nations felt that 
science should pause, catch its 
breath and study some of the 
data already collected before 
renewing a full-scale program.

Physics Classroom 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12. 
AT AN UNEARTHLY HOUR on a cold dark morning 
recently I found myself staring at: 
1/R equals 1/R1 plus 1/R2 plus 1/R3 
As a critic I would have quarreled with that, but it 
was too early in the 
morning. 

A half hour later, not 
one wit wiser, I had com- 
pleted my first class in 
what is known as “atomic 
age” physics, the most 
ambitious feat of adult 
education yet attempted 
on television. (KSD-TV 
6:30 a.m.) 

The teacher is Dr. Har- 
vey E. White, vice chair- 
man of the physics de- 
partment at the Univer- 
sity of California, a dry, 
impersonal, thorough 
teacher who now has 270,- 
000 pupils. The chief tar- 
gets for this particular 
course, which will move 
into atomic and nuclear 
physics in the second se- 
mester starting Feb. 6, 
are high school teachers of physics, of which there is a 
glaring shortage in this country. 

Dr. White is now carried on 149 stations, well deserv- 
ing the title “Continental Classroom” for his course; 250 
colleges and universities offer full academic credit for it; 
5000 high school teachers and teachers in training are en- 
rolees; 27,000 others have mailed in syllabuses.

By television standards, those are not very 
impressive statistics; by educational standards they 
are awesome. “There Is a critical, even menacing 
shortage in this country of qualified physics in- 
structors,” Robert Sarnoff, NBC board chairman, 
has written of this show. “It cannot be repaired 
this year or next or even five years from now, by 
conventional classroom methods. But—and this 
is the experiment—can it be overcome through 
the sprawling complex of a commercial] television 
network and its affiliated stations, by drawing the 
physics students and teachers of America into one 
vast classroom and then exposing them to instruc- 
tion from the finest scientific brain power this 
nation can muster?” 


It’s a challenging thought, isn’t it? .In fact, it’s so 
provocative that you wonder why someone hasn’t thought 
of it until now. The deficiencies in this country’s educa- 
tional system and in this country’s educational plant are 
some of the most glaring and insoluble problems of our 
generation. Yet here is a superb, complex television net- 
work, dedicated to bringing “‘The Price Is Right” into every 
home, when we hardly know where our next ICBM is 
coming from. I consider this a shocking and shameful 
waste of our natural resources, which is what the air waves 
are, 


While NBC is preening itself on its “Conti- 
nental Classroom,” I feel strongly that it should 
have been done long ago by all the networks; that 
it should be expanded to other subjects that are in 
short supply: and that the idea should become a 
basic tenet of all network broadcasting. 


Our high school physics teachers are, in many cases, 
woefully uneducated largely because the well educated 
ones have been lured into private industry for much more 
money. The first semester is more or less designed to 
fill the chinks in a teacher's education while the second 
semester will be a genuine study of atomic and nuclear 
physics. Beside teachers, the course is being taken by 
college freshmen and gifted high school students. It’s by 
mo means a gut course, either, kiddies. Every day Dr. 
White assigns about an hour’s homework, which is an abso- 
lute prerequisite if the student expects to pass the exami- 
nations at the end of each semester. And, of course, each 
class is dependent on the ones ahead of it. You can’t start 
jooking (as I did) one fine morning and get much out of it. 


Dr. White is working long, long hours on his 
show. Every day there are two hours of rehearsal 
with a full crew, which is not cheap. Toward the 
end of the afternoon, the show is taped and then 
White watches himself in the morning to pick up 
tips on his technique. He has already had guest 
lecturers on with him and has assembled a list 
of seven Nobel prise winners to help him teach 
such subjects as “the spinning electron,” “molecu- 
lar beams,” and “nuclear resonance.” 


“It's my personal conviction that ‘Continental Class- 
room’ represents the most dramatic and perhaps the most 
useful of all post-Sputnik efforts to close the perilous gap 
in America’s science education,” said Mr. Sarnoff. Helping 
to sponsor it and defray costs are the Bell telephone sys- 
tem, the Ford Foundation, the Fund for the Advancement 
of Education, General Foods Fund, International Business 
Machines, Pittsburgh Plate Glass Foundation, Standard 
Oil Co. of California, and United States Steel.

The Indoor Man 
Vs. Outdoor Man 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12 (AP), 
THE LOOK OF MANHATTAN is changing rapidly now 
under the impetus of the greatest face-lifting program in 
municipal history. 
Old landmarks are beir-= torn down and .new land- 


marks are rising as the 
brisk winds of the present 
blow the dust of the past 
in the pedestrian’s eye. 

At lunch hour, particu- 
larly in fair weather, the 
sites of the climbing new 
skyscrapers are surround- 
ed by pale-featured office 
peasants. They are fas- 
cinated by the sight of 
their fellow men earning 
a living by the sweat of 
their brow and the use of 
their hands under the 
open sky. 

Watching a couple of 
steelworkers nonchalantly 
stroll across a girder high 
overhead, one office peas- 
ant turned to a friend 

* and said: 

“They are men. They 
are real men!” 

In his voice was a mixture of admiration and wistful 
envy—a conscious expression of the realization that in the 
aristocracy of manhood the outdoor man has an edge over 
the indoor man.

The wife of the indoor man may feel that her 
husband is superior in some snobbish way to the 
rugged outdoor man, but the indoor man himself 
has no such illusion. He often feels his white 


collar is more of a badge of slavery than a symbol 
of success. 


The indoor man, caught in the gray dismay of civiliza- 
tion, often finds it hard to see the importance of his work— 
whether he merely shuffles papers, sells neckties, arranges 
divorces, writes toothpaste ads, or answers the telephone 
for someone else above him in the office hierarchy. 

He often has a trapped feeling. He has left nature too 
far behind. He can control his climate by turning a knob 
at home or at the office, but sometimes as he does this 
he can hear life whistling by in the wind outside his win- 
dow. And he knows he is missing something. 

The indoor man misses the joy of natural achievement 
that comes to the outdoor man—the farmer raising crops, 
the sailor taking a ship across the sea, the forester quelling 
a timber fire, even the bricklayer raising the wal] of a new 
home. 

The greater creature comforts he enjoys do not com- 
pensate the indoor man for what he has lost. He neither 
sweats nor freezes at his job. He is usually just lukewarm 
and knows it. 


The outdoor man realizezs this fact, and as a 
result he always feels he has a clear and definite 
edge over the indoor man. The humblest hod- 
carrier cannot help looking down on a lawyer— 
that is, if he isn’t in the lawyer's office. 


The indoor man does the paper work of civilization 
and most of his problems are nervous ones. He is essential 
but often doesn’t feel he is. The outdoor man handles the 
muscular work of civilization, and he can see the result of 
his labors in visible growth—a stand of waving wheat. a new 
road through a swamp, a bridge across a river. a new 
building in the skyline. He is essential. and he knows it. 

Inside every indoor man, homesick for nature, is an 
outdoor man yearning to be free. But only old age or 
enfeeblement will drive the outdoor man indoors. and he 
is never again as happy.

A JESUIT PRIEST’S -ANSWERS to criticism raised 
against Roman Catholicism in the United States are being 
gresen.ed in a series of three programs on “The Catholic 
sour” over NBC-TV 

In the second installment, shown yesterday, the Rev. 
Walter J. Ong of the English department of St. Louis Uni- 
versity was asked about parochial schools and boycotting of 
motion pictures and theaters by Catholic groups. Also un- 
der discussion was the question of a Catholic’s fitness for 
higher office and the charge that Catholics do not think 
for themselves but are led by authoritarian rulings of their 
church. , 

The questions were given informally by John Colgey, 
Catholic, who is on the executive staff of the Fund for the 
Republic. The program undoubtedly caused varying re- 
actions among viewers who watched it. Some of the issues 
at stake were far too profound to be covered adequately in 
the limited time available. 

However, the telecast represented a noteworthy and 
admirable effort to discuss openly matters that often have 
been a cause of misunderstanding and bitterness among 
Americans of different faiths.

GLORIA WRITES: 

AFTER the tragic death of 
her son Alfred on the Lusi- 
tania, torpedoed by the Ger- 
mans in 1915, Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt had given Reggie 
all the love she formerly had 
lavished on Alfred. 

As we drove to his mother’s 
house, I held tight to Reggie's 
hand. “Don’t worry, dearest, 
she'll love you as much as I 
do,” he assured me.

“If she doesn’t 
like me, I will never marry 
you, Reggie. I really mean it.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt's house oc-

Mrs. Vanderbilt received us 
in one of the smaller down- 
stairs drawing rooms.

Her long, black 
dress, simple to austerity, was 
relieved only by a sautoir of 
magnificent pearls. Around her 
throat was a dog collar of pearls 
and diamonds. She led the 
conversation. into many chan- 
nels: my life abroad, the diplo- 
matic service, interesting things 
I must have seen, Mamma, and 
my sisters. But not a single 
word was said on the subject 
then closest to my heart. 


As soon as we were in the 
ear I said to Reggie, “Dar- 
ling, did you tell your moth- 
er?

Promptly at 4, Reggie and 
I arrived at the Vanderbilt 
mansion. We were ushered into 
what I later called the Bird 
room. Gilt panels, on which 
were painted brightly colored 
birds and fruits, adorned the 
walls. 

I was greatly relieved that 
Reggie never left my side, for 
the Vanderbilts, en masse, are 
a distant and restrained group, 
formal to a fault. I was to find 
out that individually they were 
warm and charming and, in 
time, most of them became my 
friends; but in that room, at 
that moment, they seemed 
frighteningly aloof. 

The days that followed were 
crowded. Parties in o@r honor 
came one after the other. The 
press was really snapping at 
our heels now. The night be- 
fore my marriage Consuela and 
I dined quietly in our apart- 
ment.

Vaguely I recall driving, with 
Reggie's arm around me, to 
Grand Central station; and I 
recall being whisked through a 
special entrance to the Vander- 
bilts’ private car. 

What could be more devas- 
tating to a bride, more unro- 
mantic and more anticlimactic, 
than to be ill on her wedding 
night? But when dinner was 
served, the cumulative effect of 
fever, chills, pain and nausea 
was too much; nothing I could 
do could conceal the way. I 
felt. 

Reggie helped me to our 
stateroom and got me to bed. 
When the doctor arrived, his 
diagnosis was direct: diph- 

theria. 

(Gloria's serious illness made 
an immediate honeymoon trip 
impossible, Thelma, involved in 
the legal problems attendant 
upon getting a divorce from 
Junior Converse, returned from 
Europe to be with her sister.

It was not surprising to me 
that Reggie was so fond of 
Gertrude. In many ways they 
were much alike. Both disliked 
any form of ostentation, any 
kind of show or ceremony. 
Each went his merry way, dis- 
regarding formalities, ignoring 
the pressure of convention and 
the snipings of gossip; each 
was a strong, highly individ- 
ualistic, self-contained person. 
Gertrude was tall and very 
thin; she had a great deal of 
charm, a keen mind, and a 
quick wit.

Reggie’s daughter by his 
first marriage, Cathleen Cush- 
ing, had her first child, Harry 
Cushing IV, in April; thus Reg- 
gie became a father and a 
grandfather at almost the same 
time.

Since Gloria was then 
still a minor, her share of the 
estate was placed in trust for 
her until her twenty-first birth- 
day, at which time she was to 
receive the principal together 
with the accumulated interest. 
At no time could Reggie legal- 
ly have left any of this money 
to me or anyone else, 


A few days after the pro- 
bating of the will, “Uncle 
George” Wickersham, acting 
as my attorney, and I went 
to see Surrogate Foley in his 
chambers. adjoining Surro- 
gate Court. I was making 
application to have George 
Wickersham appointed 
guardian of the property of 
Gloria and myself, as we 
were both minors. I would 
not be of age until the fol- 
lowing August. At “Uncle 
George’s” suggestion I also 
applied for $48,000 a year 
from the trust for the sup- 
port and maintenance of my 
daughter and myself. I did 
not realize it then, but fu- 
ture events were to prove 
that from this moment on I 
had the sword of Damocles 
hanging over my head. 


I was exhausted. All these 
legal matters were foreign to 
me, and difficult to under- 
stand.

I don’t believe I ever felt 
more alone than I did, sitting 
in my deck chair, when the 
Majestic was three days out 
of New York. Mamma had 


turned on me suddenly, vio- 
lently, vituperatively. I want- 
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ed to take Gloria on deck with 
me. The sea was too rough, 
Mamma said; the baby might 
get hurt. In a rage, she ac- 
cused me of deliberately try- 
ing to harm little Gloria. I 
had tried to explain to her 
that all the other children on 
board were playing on deck, 
and having a wonderful time. 
Mamma’s voice then rose to 
a scream: “This might be so, 
but they are not Gloria Van- 
derbilt!” 

I know now this was a turn- 
ing point in my life. By a 
strange twist in her disordered 
mind Mama had come to as- 
sume that my child was hers, 
and that I, her actual] child, 
had become a force of evil, 
threatening the safety of her 
fantasy child, 

The nurse, Emma Keislich, 
also was giving me trouble. 
She had adopted toward little 
Gloria—and in some respects 
toward me—an attitude that 
seemed . patterned on my 
mother’s.

ALTHOUGH Marmaduke 
(Duke) Furness had seemed to 
be perfectly willing to let me 
go at the time, I had no sooner 
arrived in New York than he 
started cabling me, asking 
when I intended to return.

Pharmacy Education 


CHICAGO, Jan. 12. 


LAST THURSDAY AFTERNOON I went over to speak 
at the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy, which is part of Long 
Island University. This school is entirely supported by stu- 
dent tuition fees, yet those fees are kept remarkably low. 
I confess that I knew little about the education given to the 
men and women who make up our doctors’ prescriptions in 
our drug stores, and I was very much interested in the re- 
search institute and the laboratories where studies are being 
made and experiments carried out which deal with therapy 
for the control of diseases. I was surprised, in fact, to see 


graduate from colleges of pharmacy. 


Although their special interests lie along clear- 
ly defined lines and their studies have to be inten- 
sive in a particular area, it was interesting that 
they should stili wish to carry on a course, in 
which I spoke, dealing with general interests in 
various other fields.

1814, 


Commodore Thomas Macdonough, described 


as the “Themistocies” of Lake Champlain, won
